Canadians can at last hold up their heads proudly. 
At a press conference last week an announcement of 
the greatest importance was made. Not that Canada now 
has her own satellite, has discovered a cure for Asian flu 
or anything so vulgarly ostentatious. Rather something more 
genteel — we now have our own "honor roll' to quote the 
public press; Canada has its own Social Register. Now at 
last we are on par with the other gi'eat cultures of the age, 
.now af last we show that we realize ,wiw^|really who and 
pay court to the snob demands of sociei^S^|g^^^^.. 

The national editor of this' historicfwuSne^clal^ci 
many democratic qualities for it. She said that it recognized 
merit without money but never money without^merit; that 
it . was based on social prestige rather tiSSiwealUi. We 
commend this approach but cannot help but notice that she 
said that choice would "depend upon the clubs to which a 
person belonged, their education, background and what
